“I got back at 5.05pm 
on Friday evening and 
stepped into the lift at 
Gian y Mor. I pressed 
number 4 - off it went 
and then it stopped!” 

Nothing was 
happening...so Frances 
pushed 4 again...Nothing 
happened... Next she 
tried pressing 1, on the 
assumption she might 
have stopped on the first 
floor... Again, nothing... 

Next, she tried zero - 
wondering whether it 
would take her back to 
the ground floor. 

Naturally, she was 
getting a little 
concerned - the lift had 
stopped and was 
showing no inclination 
to move, either up or 
down. 

“I pressed the alarm, 
and an automatic, pre¬ 


recorded voice said 
‘Don’t panic, help will 
be with you soon’.

The generous pay-offs 
mean cuts elsewhere’ 


T HE GEM’S article, 
headed council ( exit 
packages’ total 
almost £13 million , on 
November 3, identifies 
money paid out during the 
last Vale financial year, 
including one payment of 
£98,469. 

So, what about the other years 
that this Llantwit/Labour alliance 
has been in control? 

We know very little about the 
detail, but what we do know is 
that since they came to power in 
May 2012, they have raised 
council tax by 18 per cent. 

In their first four years, 250 


exit packages were agreed at a 
cost of £4,163,981, i.e. an 
average of £16,656 each, 
reducing employee levels from 40 
per cent to 31 per cent of 
expenditure. Curiously, during 
that same time the number of 
staff paid more than £60,000 a 
year has risen from 53 to 63. 

Twenty-five of those staff with 
salaries above £40,000 were 
awarded exit packages totalling 
£1,519,185, an average of 
£60,767 each. 

Retiring employees, or those 
who are, unfortunately, being 
made redundant, should receive 
payments as required by law, or 
in accordance with their pension 
arrangements. 


However, the council have a 
discretionary option which allows 
them to pay an additional amount 
of up to £30,000; each decision is 
taken at a confidential committee 
meeting, and the total each year is 
not available for public scrutiny. 

Money is short for local 
councils and difficult decisions 
are being made to reduce 
expenditure - but it is 
disappointing that libraries are 
being severely cut back and our 
street lights are being 
extinguished, when departing 
senior managers are still being 
paid generous amounts of 
discretionary compensation.

2. A mail guard attached to the inside of the 
door. 

3. A letterbox attached to the wall beside the 
front door. 

I know these simple steps do work; for instance, 
seeing a warning sign makes you more cautious 
when approaching the property - as well as posting 
literature through the letterbox.

IN a week when 
Remembrance is a 
central part of our 
lives, a woman 
from Barry was 
keen to pay tribute 
to her brother, who 
served in the Army, 
and to explain the 
sort of sacrifices his 
generation made 
for the people 
today. 

Mrs Moira Marsh 
(92) told The GEM how 
her brother Haydn (now 
95) had come to serve 
in the Army in the 
Second World War. 

At the time the 
family lived in 
Abertillery. 

Moira explained that 
in those days young 
people were given little 
choice in life. 

“His life fell apart 
because he had to go 
down the Six Bells pit 
at the age of 14. He was 
a brilliant scholar, well 
read, loved by us all, 
and should have gone to 
university. The pit had 
experienced many 
blasts. 

“He was there until 
the age of 17 and then 
he came back home one 
day and said ‘I can’t 
stick it any more, I’m 
joining the Army’.” 

The decision sent 
shockwaves through the 
family and their parents 
Elsie May and George, 
were devastated. 

“For my mother, it 
seemed like the end. He 
left Wales and headed 
for Falkirk where he 
joined the Royal 
Electrical and 
Mechanical Engineers. 

“My father was a 
noted opera singer, who 
came to Abertillery 
from Letterston in 
Pembrokeshire. While 
Hadyn was in Scotland 
he won £30 in a talent 
contest singing ‘I walk 
beside you’, one of my 
father’s favourite 
songs.” 

But that carefree time 
in Scotland was to give 
way to the horrors of 


war when he took part 
in the Allied invasion of 
Italy. 

“Haydn was shipped 
to Salerno and had to 
come off one of the 
launches. Half the 
regiment were blown to 
pieces. 

“My brother was 
wounded - shot in the 
leg - and designated 
‘missing in action’. The 
family received a 
telegram which said he 
was ‘presumed dead’. 
My mother collapsed - 
we were all around her.” 

But Haydn and other 
soldiers were up in the 
Italian mountains, and 
when word came 
through to Abertillery 
that he was still alive, 
there was great joy in 
the house. 

At one stage, he 
feared the leg would be 
amputated. He later left 
an Italian hospital and 
was demobbed from his 
barracks in London. 

He returned to Wales 
only to discover the 
young woman he loved 
had not waited for him. 

“It broke his heart,” 
said Moira. 

He never married. 
After the war, Haydn 
was employed by 
Northern Aluminium 
Works, and moved to 
Barry in 1954 to work 
for BP. Other family 
members had moved to 
the town, including 
Moira, who worked at 
the Barry Hotel. 

Haydn was presented 
with a gold watch by 
BP on May 17, 1979, to 
commemorate 25 years 
of loyal service. 

He used to live not 
far Moira, but last year 
had a fall while he was 
cooking. 

He now lives at 
Orchard House care 
home in the town. 

Moira said: “He 
suffered not only from 
what happened in the 
war, but after it. I love 
him dearly. He fought 
so others can live their 
lives today.” 


Defibrillator for Penarth 
donated by heart charity 


A defibrillator has 
been donated to 
Penarth via the 
charity Welsh 
Hearts/Calonnau 
Cymru. 

The life-saving 
equipment supplied by 
Welsh Hearts, was 
donated through the 
generosity of Bernard 
Cody, a local 
businessman, who shares 
the charity’s passion to 
protect communities 
throughout Wales. 

The defibrillator will 
be situated at Lloyds 
Bank in Penarth, which 
has access 24 hours a day 
and will be available for 
public use if it is needed. 

In addition to 
providing the automated 
external defibrillator 
(AED), the charity are 
holding free CPR and 
defibrillator training on 
Wednesday, November 
16 from 6pm to 8pm at 
All Saints Church, 
Victoria Square, Penarth 
where training in basic 
life support and use of 
the defibrillator will take 
place. 

Mr Cody said: “I am 
so pleased to be able to 
do this for the local 
community and while I 
hope the defibrillator 
will never have to be 
used, we have peace of 
mind knowing that the 
equipment is available at 
Lloyds Bank in Penarth 
seven days a week 
should members of the 
public need to access it.” 


Wendy Gilligan, 
assistant manager from 
Lloyds Bank in Penarth, 
said: “As Lloyds Bank is 
situated right in the 
centre of the town, we 
are delighted that we 
now have a defibrillator 
on site which will be 
available for the people 
of Penarth and visitors to 
the area.” 

Local charity Welsh 
Hearts Calonnau Cymru 
recently celebrated its 
third birthday. Welsh 
Hearts was founded in 
2013 by Sharon Owen 
and has been focusing on 
placing defibrillators in 
communities and schools 
through-out Wales and 
holding free CPR 
training sessions to the 
public. 

Welsh Hearts have 
trained over 14,000 
people in CPR and have 
placed 457 defibrillators 
in communities in Wales. 
The aim of this is to 
drastically improve the 
chances of those that 
have cardiac arrests 
outside of hospital where 
the first few minutes are 
absolutely crucial in 
saving their lives. 

In Wales, there are 
approximately 8,000 
sudden cardiac arrests 
outside hospital each 
year. It’s shocking that 
the survival rate is only 3 
per cent. Where an AED 
is used, the survival rate 
is 50 per cent. 

To coincide with their 
third birthday, the charity 
have launched their 


birthday appeal ‘Keeping 
the beat,’ an appeal to get 
thousands of 

defibrillators placed 
throughout Wales. 

Every week, hundreds 
of people in the UK die 
suddenly from an 
undiagnosed heart 
condition. Welsh Hearts 
now hold heart screening 
sessions and last month, 
the Danny Jones 
Memorial fund to screen 
Welsh lives was set up. 
This fund will screen 
Welsh hearts aged 14 
years upwards to detect 
any heart abnormalities. 

Welsh Hearts have 
also established a 
partnership with the 
WRU to make sure that 
every rugby club in 
Wales will soon have a 
defibrillator and all the 
members will be trained 
in CPR. To date, 60 
rugby clubs have 
emergency life saving 
equipment installed in 
their club and the 
confidence on how to 
perform CPR. 

The charity also works 
with other sports clubs 
throughout Wales to 
provide defibrillators and 


CPR training. 

Sharon Owen, charity 
director, said: “Too many 
people here in Wales are 
losing their lives to heart 
disease on a daily basis. I 
also feel extremely sad 
when I hear that 
hundreds of people lose 
their lives each week in 
the UK. 

“This is why Welsh 
Hearts are fighting for 
people to be screened so 
any heart abnormalities 
can be detected early 
enough to save lives, and 
why communities need 
all across Wales need to 
be fully equipped with 
life saving skills and 
equipment. We have 
come a long way in a 
short space of time.

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The men who built Barry - part 2 


HENRY SAMUEL 

RENDELL (1865-1931) 
was born in Beaminster, 
Dorset to parents William 
and Sarah and his father 
was a farm labourer in the 
census of 1871, writes local 
historian LAURIE OWEN. 

This was a time when young 
men with ambition, realised that to 
seek a better future it often meant 
moving away from home. It is not 
known what route young Henry 
travelled but having married Mary 
Ann Turner in 1889 at Shepton 
Mallett, eldest son Percival 
William Thomas was born in 
Barry the following year. 

Records show that Henry, who 
confusingly was often known as 
Samuel, was the representative of 
the stonemasons’ society in the 
Barry District Trades Council 
which had recently been set up 
and by 1893 he was elected its 
Assistant Secretary. Eager to make 
his name with so much work about 
in this bustling town, a brief 
partnership called Rendell, Corp 
and Motton was set up, but by 
1896 Corp had dropped out. 

Living at 1 Court Road with 
three small boys, the family would 
have been delighted at the birth of 
baby Dorothy in 1896, but 
tragically she died just eight days 
later. This terrible event would 
sadly be repeated just three years 
later when ten day-old baby 
Arthur Henry died at home which 
by now was at 79 Court Road. 

In September 1898, the Barry 
Dock News reported that 
stonemasons at Rendell & Motton 
had taken strike action over their 
refusal to work alongside ‘non- 
unionists’ , in an attempt to prevent 
‘free labour’. After a full 
investigation, the Master Builders’ 


Association ruled that unless they 
returned to work, all masons in 
town would be locked out, as this 
employer was a ‘good trade 
unionist’. 

1899 was a year of submitting 
tenders for laying out or 
improving the many streets and 
roads desperately needed and 
Rendell & Motton wanted their 
share. Work on Barry Island 
streets secured them over £5,500, 
with a further £3,000 in Barry 
Dock and around Cadoxton 
Common. 

Early in the new Century, 
Henry and George Motton went 
their separate ways and would 
now often be tendering for the 
same work. As a matter of interest, 
in the 1901 census they were next 
door neighbours at 79 Court Road 
and with George’s two sons 
already in the trade as a plasterer 
and stonemason, it must have 
made sense to split up. Then in 
1902 Henry secured the £4,000 
contract to build the iconic 
‘Presbyterian Forward Movement 
Hall’ at the junction of Merthyr 
and Hirwaun Street. In April of the 
following year, David Davies, the 
millionaire Squire of Llandinam, 
performed the formal opening for 
public worship and laid one of the 
memorial stones in memory of his 
illustrious grandfather who had 
begun the transformation of Barry 
by building the Docks from 1884. 
This ‘harmonious and 
commodious structure’ would 
accommodate 800 people with a 
large schoolroom under the main 
hall and would be admired and 
well-used by future generations 
and known as the ‘Dinam Hall’. 

In 1903 he won the £8,628 
contract to build a new school, but 
records have not been found to 
verify which school. That same 
year he was widening Colcot Road 


for £2,000 but still had time to 
erect a corrugated iron shed to 
house the fire engine at the rear of 
the Fire Station for £18.6s.lld. 

At the time, an interesting story 
appeared in the press, that after 
four long years of bricklayers’ 
agitation, the Master Builders 
Association finally agreed to a 
half-penny increase and they 
would now be paid 9d. an hour. 

More heartache befell the 
family in 1904 when yet another 
young child, Ernest Henry, sadly 
died at their home in Court Road, 
aged just 16 months. 

In the way of many people who 
would become successful, they 
named their home after an area of 
their childhood and so 
‘Seaborough House’ was in fond 
memory of the small village in 
Dorset where his two youngest 
sisters were bom. 

In 1904, Barry Docks was the 
largest coal exporting centre in the 
world, dealing with 3,250 ships 
with 10,000,00 tons of shipments 
and with 40,000 Officers and men, 
it was decided that the temporary 
Institute on Barry Island was no 
longer fit for purpose. Henry 
Rendell was entrusted to build this 
new ‘Seamen’s Church and 
Institute’ on the corner of 
Dockview Road and Castleand 
Street. Lord Windsor laid the 
Memorial Stone in August 1905 
and it was to be open to all 
seamen, with a large reading room 
and space suitable for dances and 
entertainments for up to 150 
people. With a billiards room and 
baths, its ‘piece de resistance’ was 
a roof garden which can still be 
seen today, affording wide views 
of the Docks and Bristol Channel. 
In that same year, Henry secured 
the contract to build the much 
delayed Smallpox Hospital at the 
Weycock for £3,792, much to the

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annoyance of his colleague Joshua 
Prout, as described in the 
following story. 

1906 would possibly define the 
reputation of this Master Builder, 
when Henry won the contract to 
build the prestigious All Saints 
Church. The Parish Church of St. 
Nicholas had become too small to 
accommodate the surge of new 
residents after the opening of the 
Docks, so Lord Romilly donated 
the site on the comer of Park Road 
and St. Nicholas Road and also 
gave £500 towards the building 
fund. In February 1907, 
G.H.Romilly laid the foundation 
stone and the first phase costing 
£4,500 began with space for 491 
worshippers and was then 
consecrated and open for divine 
worship in May 1908 by the 
Bishop of Llandaff. 

Seven years later, Henry added 
an impressive clock tower with a 
new chancel, vestries and a 
modern pipe organ and it now had 
seating for 573. An advert in the 
Barry Dock News invited people 
to attend and with a packed 
congregation, the Bishop once 
again consecrated all the latest 
additions. The total cost of this 
iconic building would amount to 
£ 11 , 000 . 

My generation fondly 
remembers Sunday mornings 
when the bells would ring out, 
followed later by the feeling of 
awe at the sheer size inside that 
amazing building and the unique 
sound of local teenage voices in 
the choir. 

In the 1911 census the family 
were now living at 28 Romilly 
Park in a house which they named 
‘Bincombe’, again after a small 
village in Dorset. Sons Percival, 
Ralph and Stanley were now 
recorded as builder’s clerk, 
carpenter and apprentice plumber, 
so well equipped to continue the 
family business. 

Henry was a Freemason at the 
Barry Lodge for many years and 
played an active role in the Master 
Builders’ Association, being 
President in 1915 with son Percy 
its Secretary. During the war 
years, Henry was a member of the 
Local Military Tribunal, which 
granted exemption to certain 
workers and in 1916 he was 
expected to warn the public in 
case of ‘a visit by Zeppelins’. 
Percy spent three years on ‘active 
service’ and in 1917 received a 
commission as a Lieutenant to the 
Liverpool Regiment attached to 
the ‘Labour Battalion’. 

Henry had interests outside of 
work and was an active member of 
the Cadoxton Conservative 
Miniature Rifle Club, also being 
on the committee of Barry and 
District Amateur Gardeners 
Association and in 1919 he was 
‘skip’ at Romilly Bowling Club. 

All Saints Church has 
dominated the skyline for over a 
century and watched over my 
generation since childhood, being 
on the route from home to Romilly 
Park, the Baths or Barry Island. 
Now as an adult, I appreciate the 
skills involved and wonder at the 


pride the Rendell family would 
have felt as they walked from 
home along Park Road, either to 
church or maybe just to the shops. 

Sadly in 1931, Henry Samuel 
Rendell died at home while Mary 
Ann would continue living there 
until her death in 1943. 

Joshua Prout (1869-?) was 
born in Chittlehampton, Devon 
but no details of his parents have 
been found because in the census 
of 1871, he was living with his 
nine year old sister Sarah and 
grandparents Richard and Ann. He 
would stay in Devon for the next 
twenty years learning his trade as 
a carpenter and after marrying 
Emily Lewis in South Molton in 
1894, they came to Barry knowing 
that his skills would be in demand, 
following the opening of the 
Docks in 1889. 

They were living at 61 
Tynewydd Road in the 1901 
census with two year old son 
Arthur, who sadly would die just 
two years later. 

Joshua was another young man 
with ambition and by 1897, as a 
builder/contractor and Secretary 
of the Master Builders’ 
Association for several years, he 
had plans accepted to build six 
houses in Evelyn Street. He was 
presented with a handsome marble 
clock, supplied by F J Greener in 
1899, for his sterling work in 
dealing with strikes and wage 
demands. That same year he 
received great praise from the 
local entrepreneur D L Evans for 
carrying out extensive alterations 
to his handsome new shop 
premises at 104/106 Holton Road. 

When the refuse destructor was 
built, he secured the contract to 
erect the Chimney for £1,805. 

As the new Century began, 
there was much debate about the 
need for a new Smallpox Hospital 
with major officials such as John 
Claxton Meggitt opposing the idea 
of spending around £10,000, even 
though the Glamorgan County 
Council would pay £2,000 and 
lend the balance. Unfortunately 
for Joshua, although his tender of 
£8,160 had been accepted by a 
narrow vote, the whole issue was 
postponed for several years due to 
the differing opinions. It seems 
likely that when the idea was 
resurrected in 1905, the 
specifications had been amended, 
because all the tenders were now 
much lower and H S Rendell was 
successful with a bid of £3,792. 

In October 1900, foundation 
stones were laid by Captain F 
Murrell and his grandson for the 
new English Congregational 
Chapel in Tynewydd Road. Joshua 
would carry out the initial work on 
the schoolroom and gallery for 
£1,500 with a fund set up to build 
the chapel. 

In 1901 he had plans passed to 
build eight houses in Court Road 
and convert 56 Newlands Street to 
a shop and he also built the ‘Public 
Lavatory and Museum’ on Barry 
Island for £3,142.14s.7d, which 
included extra lavatories for the 
Ladies, added two years later. This 
building is still on the Island 


though in a bad condition. 

In 1893 an iron Chapel was 
erected on the corner of Harbour 
Road and St Nicholas Road, for 
the Bethel Baptist Church for 
£500. After several years, funds 
were sufficient to remove this 
early building and erect the fine 
Church which is still in use today, 
at a final cost of £3,499, with the 
old Chapel being sold for £100 to 
Weston Hill Baptists. Joshua was 
entrusted with the work which 
only took eleven months to 
complete and a bottle was placed 
in a wall with the names of 
members and a short history of the 
Church. It could seat 700 
worshippers and 400 for Sunday 
School and on April 5, 1903 the 
opening service was conducted to 
a packed congregation. 

On a personal note, in 1953 my 
class from Romilly Junior School 
would be taught by Mr Alexander 
in the basement on the side of this 
building, as we prepared for our 
11+ exams. 

Although little was found of 
Joshua’s personal life, it was 
recorded that in 1901 he took 
about 20 of his workers on an 
outing to Weston by boat and then 
by ‘brake’ to Cheddar. He was also 
a keen visitor to the horse show at 
the Buttrills, often winning the 
‘best horse’ competition. 

In 1891, land had been acquired 
for a chapel and schoolroom for 
the New Bible Christian Chapel, 
with an adjacent plot for a new 
building later. Then in 1904, 
Joshua secured the contract for 
£2,500 to erect a fine new building 
on the comer of Court Road and 
Crossways Street. 

Sadly in 1906, there was a 
disastrous fire in his joinery works 
at 61 Tynewydd Road, which took 
four hours to control and not only 
destroyed the workshop but also 
damaged the rear of his house. 
Thankfully there were no personal 
injuries, but with the machinery 
and a large stock of timber, the 
total loss was over £2,000 and 
only partly covered by insurance. 

Joshua had contributed to the 
growth of our town over many 
years, receiving favourable reports 
from satisfied clients, so it was a 
great shock to discover that in 
1907, the whole of his estate was 
for sale and he was summoned to 
the Bankruptcy Court. As a deeply 
religious man, it must have been a 
great ordeal to be interrogated by 
the Official Receiver who asked 
“can you explain why the record 
book is burnt inside and the cover 
not scorched?” 

This story was surely a stark 
warning to his fellow builders that 
you can erect fine buildings, but if 
the ‘Books’ are not properly 
managed, thereby lurks great 
danger. 

On March 21, 1907, Joshua 
sailed on the Oceanic from 
Liverpool to New York, possibly 
alone, but Emily was with him on 
the 1910 US Federal Census.

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Sully housing 
plan rejected 


PLANS for a 200 house 
development on the 
coast in Sully were 
rejected at a planning 
meeting last week. 

The application was a 
joint one involving the 
developer St Modwen 
and Sully Sports and 
Social Club. 

Rupert Joseland, 
regional director for St 
Modwen in Wales, told 
The GEM the company 
would review the main 
decisions behind the 
committee’s decision. 

“We are disappointed 
with the outcome of the 
Vale Council planning 
committee meeting 
which refused the 
planning application for 
the re-development of 
the Sully Sports and 
Social Club. 

“We will now 
undertake a full review 
of the main reasons 
behind the hybrid 
planning rejection and 
work with all parties 
concerned to agree the 
best way to progress in 
light of this decision.” 

Local councillor 
Kevin Mahoney, who 
campaigned against the 
proposals, welcomed the 
decision, adding that the 
local area was already 
absorbing too much 
housing. 

“I am of course 
delighted that the 
planning application for 
over 200 houses for the 
Sully Sports and Social 
Club has been rejected 
both by the Vale planning 
department and the 
planning committee, 
vindicating the efforts of 
all of us who fought to 
oppose these dreadful 
plans. 



“I don’t think that I 
have ever seen an 
application turned down 
on so many valid points 
of planning law. 

“Given the vast 
amount of new housing 
being foisted on the area, 
Sully, Lavernock and 
Cosmeston needs all the 
green sports and leisure 
land that it can hang on 
to.” 

LETTERS 

Last week, The GEM 
reported that the Vale 
Council had contacted 
the police to investigate 
letters supporting the 
plans after a member of 
the public made a 
complaint regarding a 
potentially fraudulent 
letter, and a council 
investigation of a sample 
of letters had found that 
some might not be 
genuine. 

Last Thursday’s 
decision by the planning 
committee was made on 
planning issues and not 
concerns over the letters 
which were not 
discussed. 

Coun Mahoney said 
people would now be 
waiting to see the result 
of any police 
investigation into the 
letters. 

Chris Lranks of Plaid 
said was very concerned 
that the meeting had not 
been allowed to discuss 
allegations of fraudulent 
letters of support. 

“I twice asked for 
more information about 
the grounds for stopping 


discussion. 

“We were informed 
that we could not discuss 
the issue of the 
questionable letters of 
support for the 
development in case it 
prejudiced the police 
investigation. I was not 
satisfied by the answers. 

“Plaid has now asked 
the head of legal to 
explain in detail why the 
matter could not be 
discussed in public. 

“I cannot for the life 
of me understand how a 
discussion at the 
planning committee 
could adversely 

influence a police 
investigation. As I stated 
at committee no one has 
been arrested, no one 
charged and there is no 
court case so it is not sub 
judice.” 

Vale Leader Coun Neil 
Moore, leader of the Vale 
explained: “The concerns 
relate to a potential fraud 
which has been referred 
to the police. 

“Accordingly, it was 
appropriate that there 
should be no discussion 
on the subject as that 
could potentially 

prejudice an ongoing 
police investigation. 

“Details of concerns 
over the potential fraud 
were referred to in the 
report which was 
presented the planning 
committee. Therefore 
there was sufficient 
information available to 
enable members of the 
planning committee to 
make a judgement on 
how much weight should 
be attributed to the letters 
of support.”

When she’d been in the lift for over 
an hour, she contacted the lift 
company, only to be told rather curtly 
“He’ll be about an hour and a half’ - 
and she was promptly cut off. 

An added frustration was that West 
Quay Property Management, who 
look after the flats, close their office at 
4pm on a Friday - so she couldn’t 
contact them. 

Richard and other people in the 
flats were doing their best to see if 
they could gain access to the lift from 
the first floor, but to no avail. 

“I phoned one of my friends 
Pauline and said ‘I’m stuck in a lift’. 
She said ‘For how long?’ I replied ‘An 
hour and a half’. She suggested ‘What 
about the Fire Brigade?’ I then 
shouted to Richard: ‘Go for it’.” 

Although it was November 4 with 
bonfire events going on, Ely Fire 
Brigade arrived in good time and went 
up to the fifth floor of the building. 
They hoped to lower the lift from the 
first floor to the ground floor, but that 
didn’t work. 

“In the end, they prised the doors 
apart, and I saw Richard and three 
firemen. I was at first floor level with 
a jump of two feet.” 

Frances was relieved that her 
birthday party was still on - albeit 
belatedly. She emerged from the lift at 
7.15pm - two hours and ten minutes 
after getting into it. 

As she rushed up to her flat to 
change, Richard bumped into the Tift 


man’ who told him he had come from 
the far side of Bristol. 

Frances admits she has a calm 
temperament and was able to enjoy 
her birthday party - and that the 
experience won’t put her off using 
lifts. 

“I’ll have to keep using the lift 
because I can’t walk my shopping up 
to the fourth floor. The way I look at it 
is that there are worse things happing 
in the world.” 

Susan Ryan of West Quay Property 
Management explained: “We are sorry 
that the lift failed while Frances 
Ashcroft was using it. It broke down 
after an electrical fault and was 
rectified on the night by the engineer. 

“The engineer was in the Bristol 
area when the fault occurred and was 
stuck in heavy traffic on the Seven 
Bridge and at the Bryn Glas tunnels in 
Newport. The lift has an auto-dialler 
and anyone stuck between floors has 
communication with the control room 
at Schindler lifts. 

“Emergency numbers for 
contacting our company are posted on 
the noticeboards, but we or our 
contractors are not qualified or 
authorised to touch the lift equipment 
and only a qualified lift engineer can 
do that. 

“We are grateful to the South Wales 
Fire and Rescue service for 
responding to the call and we will be 
writing to Frances Ashcroft with our 
apologies. We are pleased that she was 
safe and able to enjoy her night out 
after the ordeal.”

EMPLOYERS in 
the Vale who pay 
the ‘real living 
wage’ were 

celebrated in Living 
Wage Week, at an 
event in the 
Business Centre, 
Barry on Friday. 

It also called on all 
responsible employers to 
ensure workers and their 
families earn a real 
‘living wage’ that meets 
the cost of living, not just 
the Government 

minimum. 

“The real living wage 
has been set at £8.45 per 
hour. The rate is 
independently calculated 
based on what people 
need to meet their basic 
everyday needs. This is 
an increase of 2.4 per 
cent on the 2015 rate and 
17 per cent higher than 
the Government 

minimum for over 25 s of 
£7.20 per hour,” a 
spokesman stated. 

The campaign, 

reportedly, has helped to 
close the cost of living 
gap for more than 
120,000 workers across 
the UK. The number of 
living lage accredited 
employers in Wales has 
grown by more than a 
third in the last year; 79 
employers now 

voluntarily the rate in

Rescue Officer, and you 
have just been paged to 
aid a person in distress 
around the coast. 

After arriving at the 
Coastguard station, you 
put on your rescue gear 
and sit with the others in 
the transport, ready to go. 
Off goes the transport, 
you call in the fact you’re 
leaving the station en 
route to the position on 
the coast. Further 
information is passed by 
the HQ via the radio and 
you formulate a plan to 
put into use upon arrival. 

When you reach the 
casualty, you brief the 
team as to their tasks and 
they set about setting up 
the cliff rescue 
equipment, or forming 
groups of two or three to 
begin the search for the 
missing person. 

Maybe they are 
getting into mud rescue 
gear, as someone is stuck 
in the mud with an 
incoming tide. 

As Officer in Charge, 
you make the vital 
decisions to achieve a 


rescue and save a life. 
You keep an overall 
lookout for safety and 
need of any other 
resources. You may need 
to call in a rescue 
helicopter, or a Lifeboat. 

Is an ambulance 
needed, or the police? 
Your call. 

The person is rescued 
and you pack away the 
equipment; return to the 
Coastguard station for a 
welcome cuppa and then 
write up the report, 
talking to HQ about the 
incident and any lessons 
learned. 

Back home, safe and 
well to the family. Back 
to the supermarket to 
finish the shopping, dog 
gets a second walk and 
you watch the rest of the 
programme you missed. 
Life is back to normal. 
You don’t consider 
yourself a hero, just 
someone who wants to 
help their community. 

Could this be you? 
Could you respond to an 
emergency call at any 
time of the day or night?

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 
The sacrifice that gave us 
freedom we take for granted 


THIS year, for the first 
time in over a decade, I 
will not be with local 
veterans on 
Remembrance Sunday 
at services in the Vale 
of Glamorgan. As 
Secretary of State for 
Wales, I have been 
asked to place a 
wreath on behalf of the 
Welsh people at the 
national Remembrance 
ceremony in Whitehall. 

The laying of wreaths at 
the Cenotaph in London to 
honour our war dead is, 
rightly, a poignant and 
solemn part of our national 
life. We in Britain seem to 
have a special talent for 
putting on set-piece national 
ceremonies in the capital 
with dignity and 
circumstance, but this is only 
a part of the mass exercise in 
remembrance that takes 
place across the UK. 

People up and down the 
land turn up to remember 
and respect our fallen in 


front of war memorials in 
every town and village, in 
numbers far exceeding those 
we can see on televised 
coverage of the national 
ceremony. 

Every community has felt 
the loss of war and is 
connected to the sacrifice 
made in defence of freedom. 

It is heartening to feel the 
quiet determination of 
people in towns like Barry, 
Cowbridge and Llantwit 
Major to go on remembering 
long after the mass casuality 
conflicts of the 20th century. 

There will be no end to 
the remembrance of those 
who have died for us on the 
battlefield. The generations 
who experienced total war 
may pass, but their stories 
will remain. Many of those 
attending local ceremonies 
on Sunday will be young, 
some in regular and cadet 
uniform, but will have a 
keen appreciation of the 
heroism and the suffering of 
those who died so that they 
might live. 

Earlier this year, I visited

Mametz Wood in northern 
France, the site of one of the 
fiercest engagements of the 
1916 Somme offensive of 
the First World War: 4,000 
Welsh soldiers were killed 
over five days, as they 
battled successfully to take 
control of the wood and push 


the German Army out of 
their defensive position. 

The detail of the 
survivors’ accounts of brutal, 
sustained, hand-to-hand 
combat, are breathtakingly 
horrific. 

As we remember this 
Sunday and reflect on the 
loss of life, and express 
gratitude for the sacrifice 
made, we should also dwell 
on the sheer courage that 
these men showed in the 
face of brutality, carnage and 
bloodshed that we can only 
attempt to imagine. 

Without that willingness 
to fight and to die, the 
freedom we take for granted 
would not exist and the 
world would be a far darker 
place. 

Let us forever honour all 
those who fight and die for 
us, in every conflict, to 
protect us and our way of 
life.

St Richard Gwyn makes 
history with solar farm! 



ST RICHARD 
Gwyn Catholic 
High School has 
been provided with 
a unique 

opportunity - to be 
powered by solar 
energy from an 
external solar farm! 

A school 

spokeswoman said: “We 
believe we are the only 
school in the UK, if not 
Europe, to be in this 
position and are 
delighted that after two 
years of planning with 
Conergy UK the St 
Richard Gwyn solar farm 
is now fully operational. 

“The advantages are 
two-fold: firstly, the 
students are taught 
the benefits of 
sustainable development 
and global citizenship in 
the Welsh 

baccalaureate, science, 
geography, and 

technology, among other 
subjects.i 


“The fact that we use a 
solar farm to power our 
school today and for the 
next 25 years brings the 
theory alive. 

“Students have a 
greater appreciation and 
understanding of how we 
can use natural clean 
resources as an energy 
source to power our 
school. 

“Secondly, the 

reduction in expenditure 
on utilities from having a 
direct feed into school 
and combining this with 
energy efficient LED 
lighting throughout the 
building reduces our 
electricity costs by 75 to 


80 per cent, and allows 
us to redirect funding to 
continue to provide a 
first class education for 
all and continue on the 
journey of sustained 
school improvement.” 

Jane Hutt AM 
presented the school with 
a commemorative plaque 
marking the opening of 
the solar farm on Friday, 
November 4 and she 
said: “I am delighted to 
join you today to open 
this ground-breaking 
solar farm connection. 

“Ground-breaking, 
because I believe that St 
Richard Gwyn is the only 
school in Wales possibly 


the only school in the 
UK - with an external 
connection to a solar 
farm. What a wonderful 
accolade! 

“It is remarkable to 
think that this farm will 
provide enough 

renewable energy to 
power the school during 
daylight hours. 

“Indeed, I understand 
that since work was 
completed on July 23 the 
school has noticed a 
significant reduction in 
the use of electricity, 
with an initial estimated 
cost saving of £8,000 per 
annum. And what a 
wonderful insight for 
pupils - right on their 
doorstep. 

“They will be able to 
learn more about their 
natural environment as 
well as serious issues 
such as climate change 
and the need for 
renewable energy. These 
are issues which will 
only become more 
pressing for future 
generations.”

Councillor’s fear over 
Communities First 


WARDS in the Vale are not 
sure what is in store for them 
as the Welsh Government 
considers the future of its 
flagship Communities First 
programme. 

Last month, Minister Carl Sargent 
AM announced he was “minded to 
phase out” the scheme, but 
independent councillor Richard Bertin 
says there is now a considerable 
amount of uncertainty for schemes in 
the east end of Barry, including his 
ward Court. 

“Although the Welsh Government 
has said no final decision has been 
made, the uncertainty is causing 
problems for communities who benefit 
from this scheme,” he said. 


“What is the alternative? Will the 
Welsh Government continue to offer 
the same support to these areas and 
who is being consulted on the future? 

“This is not good news for all those 
who are involved or who benefit from 
Communities First.” 

Communities First is the Welsh 
Government flagship scheme focused 
on tackling poverty. 

More than £300m has been spent on 
Communities First since it was 
launched 15 years ago. 

However, AMs, including Andrew 
RT Davies, have questioned the ratio 
of staffing costs to results, and in 
August 2014, the programme was 
widely ridiculed for offering ‘free 
tattoo design workshops’ in Bridgend.

Keeping in touch with 
family in a time of war 


I N the week 
when we pay 
tribute to the 
thousands of men 
and women who 
made the ultimate 
sacrifice to secure 
our freedoms, Dr 
Jonathan Hicks 
explains how, in the 
First World War, 
people were able to 
keep in touch with 
loved ones serving 
abroad, and how 
local soldiers 
abroad 

corresponded with 
their families back 
home. Some were 
never to return... 

During the Great War, 
there was a huge 
expansion in the role of 
the Post Office. The 
Army Postal Service was 
responsible for Army 
mail in all theatres of 
war across the world. 

All mail destined for 
the men at the front was 
sorted at the London 
home depot, which 
covered five acres of 


Regents Park. It was 
said to be the largest 
wooden structure in the 
world and by 1918 
employed over 2,500 
staff, mostly female. 

By the time the war 
ended in November 
1918, the home depot 
had handled over two 
billion letters and 114 
million parcels. In 1917 
over 19,000 mailbags 
crossed the English 
Channel each day, and in 
the weeks leading up to 
Christmas 1917 over 
500,000 bags were 
transported. 

Corporal JE Price of 
the 18th Hussars, 
formerly a policeman at 
Barry Dock, wrote a 
letter dated September 
25,1914: ‘We are still 
very busy attacking a 
strongly fortified 
German position. We 
have been here a week 
now but I expect they 
will be flying shortly 
and if they do get routed 
we shall finish for a 
while. 

‘Yesterday a shell 
burst in our trench quite 
near my section and my 
left hand man was struck

by a piece of shrapnel 
which shattered his arm, 
but I carried him away 
to the hospital from 
where he was sent to 
England. 

‘He was very brave 
through all the pain he 
must have endured. I 
know God will spare 
me, for He has brought 
me out of some very 
tight corners during the 
past week, especially 
yesterday when the 
enemy were firing at us 
with their large siege 
guns. 

‘Sunday is a noted 
day for fighting. Every 
Sunday since we have 
been here we have been 
hotly engaged with the 
enemy. I am writing this 
letter in the house which 
had been previously 
occupied by the 
Germans, who took 
everything in it, leaving 
the people without a bite 
of food or clothes, but 
this has happened in 
every village entered by 


the enemy. The distress 
of some of the people is 
terrible and the British 
help them as far as 
possible with food etc, 
from their own 
supplies.’ 

Other men were not 
so fortunate. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Clements, a 
widow of 30, Brook 
Street was preparing a 
parcel of cakes, sweets 
and cigarettes to 
despatch to her soldier- 
son when the news 
reached her that he had 
been killed in action on 
November 7. 

Corporal Bert Richard 
Clements, aged 23, of 
the 2nd Battalion 
Grenadier Guards, was 
her only son. 

He was a member of 
the Cardiff Police Force 
and had been called up 
for service as a Reservist 
at the commencement of 
the War. 

He had also been in 
the Metropolitan Police. 
He had arranged his 
marriage at Christmas to 
a young lady from 
Torquay. 

Lance Corporal A 
Hunt later wrote to Mrs 
Clements to tell her how 
her son had died: ‘It was 
on November 7th, about 
3.30pm, that he was 
killed. 

‘We were being 
attacked, and I had been 
out of the trench. On 
coming back I saw some 
dead Germans and 
Clem, your son, and I 
watched them for some 
time. 

‘Clem and I always 
tried to keep together, 
and whilst we were re¬ 


entering the trench he 
stood upright against a 
tree. As I was passing - 
there wasn’t much room 
- I bent my head down 
quickly, and at once it 
became covered with 
dust. 

‘I looked at Clem, and 
could see he had been 
hit, but did not know 
how badly until I laid 
him on the ground. 

Then I could see that a 
piece of shell from a 
shrapnel had struck him. 
When I unbuttoned his 
jacket and saw a hole as 
large as my fist under 
his heart, I said to our 
section, “Clem is done.” 
He was killed outright. 

‘We all deeply regret 
his death for he was 
such a good comrade 
and soldier. I know in 
time you will be happy 
to know you had a son 
such as Clem, to die for 
his country.’ 

Sergeant John Tipples 
of the 3rd Bn 
Monmouthshire 
Regiment, the son of 
William and Anne 
Tipples of 21, Brook 
Street, Barry Dock, and 
the husband of Beatrice 
Maud Tipples, wrote 
home in March 1915 
describing his 
experiences in the 
trenches. 

‘The first time I was 
in the trench I had a 
trying experience. The 
Germans turned their big 
guns on our trenches and 
we underwent a very 
heavy bombardment, 
one shell bursting four 
yards from my dugout, 
but beyond splashing us 
with mud no one was 


hurt. I shall not want to 
see any fireworks in the 
future; it will be very 
tame after this, for at 
night it is a sight of a 
lifetime to see the shells 
going up. They 
illuminate the country 
for miles around and 
then is the time to ‘duck 
your nuts’, for a perfect 
fusillade of bullets come 
along. 

‘We manage to get a 
little fun occasionally. 

On the 10th instant we 
put up an old bucket and 
some bully tins on the 
parapet of the trench and 
then signalled by means 
of an old shovel to the 
Germans how their shots 
were coming. If they 
missed we waved an old 
shirt on a pole. It all 
helps to make them 
waste their ammunition, 
in addition to the fun we 
get out of it.’ 

John Tipples was 
killed two months later 
on May 11, aged 30. His 
wife remarried and 
emigrated to America. 

Corporal T O’Flynn 
of 2nd Bn Royal Irish 
Rifles was killed on May 
9,1915,aged 25. A 
month earlier he had 
written to his mother at 
5, Hunter Street, telling 
her of his involvement in 
fighting on March 10 
and 11, after which he 
had erroneously been 
reported as killed. He 
was the husband of 
Martha Ann O’Flynn of 
17, Holmes Street, 
Cadoxton.

In his letter he wrote: 
‘One day we had to take 
a trench. I looked upon 
this piece of work as a 
death trap. We had to 
cross a thin plank over a 
river, and then get into a 
deep wide ditch. My 
section was the first to 
try it. They went one by 
one but were shot down 
in the attempt. 

‘Then my company 
officer ordered five or 
six at a time to dash 
across. I was one of 
them and got into the 
ditch up to my waist in 
water. Your fag case 
was nearly the cost of 
my life. After getting up 
on to the bank I dropped 
the case and I fell down 
and crept to where I had 


dropped it but a sniper 
must have seen me 
move for all of a sudden 
my hat went off and I 
found afterwards that a 
bullet had gone through 
it. 

‘Well, I got to the 
trench and found only 
dead Huns and eleven of 
my regiment. We had 
their last line of trench 
and I found four 
Germans there. I 
claimed them and 
marched them out again 
and on coming to the 
crossroads I caught four 
more looking for their 
regiment, so I took them 
to headquarters. 

‘I did not turn up till 
next day and I was 
reported killed, but when 
Tom turned up with a 
slip from headquarters to 


give to my adjutant it 
was a surprise.’ 

He was killed during 
a bombing attack on 
enemy trenches north of 
Hill 60. 

The 54th Brigade of 
the Royal Field Artillery 
was based at Salonika in 
1916. Bombardier 
Turner, Driver Roach 
and Driver Lee wrote 
home in January that 
year to say: ‘We have 
been on the Gallipoli 
(Achi Baba) Front; it 
was hot work there; now 
we are having a ‘change 
of diet’ with the 
Bulgarians, having been 
withdrawn from the 
Peninsula. 

‘We have the honour 
of being the only three 
Barry boys to be in the 
first batch of English

Artillery troops to land 
at Salonika. We have 
had some stiff fights 
with the Bulgarians. It 
is all mountain work 
here, and we are giving 
the Bulgars ‘beans’. 
They are all right until 
our Infantry lads show 
the ‘toasting fork’ and 
then they run. 

‘The Turk is a far 
better soldier than the 
Bulgar. We are in 
possession of a village 
which not many days 
ago was in the hands of 
the Bulgars, who, by the 
look of the prisoners, 
seem about ‘fed up’ and 
one of them, as he 
passed caught sight of 
our guns, and he gazed 
in awe at it.’ 

Private Reg Pateman 
of the 10th Battalion 
Welsh Regiment wrote 
to a friend in January 
1916 that he had joined 
up nine moths 
previously at the age of 
16. He had spent six 
months training at Rhyl 
before being sent to 
Winchester. 

At the age of 17 he 
was now in the trenches: 
‘I was in the trenches 
last week and find it is 
not so bad as long as 
you keep your head 
down and if the 
‘Aliman’ (as the French 
call the Germans) do not 
send over too many 
‘whizz bangs’. If they 
do, you have got to get 
well under cover or you 
will soon ‘go down for 
coke. 

‘The water in the 
trenches is very deep, in 
some places up to our 
waists. The rats are also 
very annoying, and they 
run away with our food 
if we leave it about for 
more than five minutes.’ 

In March 1916 
Guardsman Frank Hall 


was wounded and from 
his hospital bed in 
France he wrote: ‘After 
nine months in the thick 
of it, you can guess what 
it was like for me. It 
was absolutely grand. 

No sound of guns, no 
rifle fire, no dodging 
shells - it seemed like 
heaven. Not only that 
but actually a bed with 
white sheets! 

‘Perhaps you will not 
believe it, I had almost a 
shock over the change, 
not having seen a proper 
bed for so long. My 
temperature was very 
high when admitted and 
when I first got to 
myself someone said, 
“How do you feel Hall?” 
and the possessor of that 
sweet voice, an English 
lady. Why, I had not 
seen one since leaving 
England nine months 
ago. 

‘I often hear it asked, 
“when will it be over?” 

It is a puzzle I know, but 
since I have been down 
at the base I fancy it 
won’t be much longer; 
but when I am in it, I 
think it is the beginning 
of the end of the world. 
My nine months out 
here has made me feel 
as if the happy time at 
Barry Dock was a 
dream. What volumes 
have been crowded into 
that comparatively short 
space of time.’ 

Trooper Bert Douglas, 
son of Mr and Mrs WM 
Douglas of Gaspard 
Place, Barry, was in 
Egypt with the 
Glamorgan Yeomanry 
and wrote home in July 
1916: ‘I have just had a 
journey I shall never 
forget. My destination 
was a blockhouse many 
miles away and I started 
on a camel, my 
bandolier loaded with 


120 rounds of 
ammunition and 220 
rounds in my valise, rifle 
loaded and a bottle of 
water. 

‘After four hours’ 
riding our flanking 
patrols, who were a long 
way out in the dark, 
came in to report the 
appearance of horsemen. 
You see, our enemy here 
is a fellow called the 
Senussi - a most 
barbarous customer! 

‘After waiting 
awhile...orders came to 
again move on, and so in 
single file we passed on 
until we arrived at the 
first blockhouse. I had a 
job to get my camel to 
go down for me to 
dismount, but after using 
the Arabic word to 
dismount, he eventually 
got down. After a very 
short time for stretching 
legs we were off again. 
The camel is an awful 
mount! 

‘Added to that, I had 
only a wooden pack 
saddle, and the memory 
of that ride will always 
be with me. Eventually, 
I fell in with poor Walt 
Humphreys who was 
tamping, so I gave up 
my camel to him. He 
was also too glad to 
have a ride, being dead 
beat. After riding and 
walking for 13 Yi hours, 

I was thirsty, footsore 
and weary. 

‘The heat is fearful, 
and the winds that 
sweep over the desert in 
the day time burn the 
face like a blast from a 
furnace. It takes all the 
life out of one, and 
many faint through it, 
but so far I have stood it 
fairly well.’

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Men who faced the horror of war 

‘I may be found yet in the 
company of dear ones gone 
before’ - a soldier’s final letter

‘How the boys here 
talk of ‘dear old 
home,’ and pine for 
Barry with all its rain! 
We used to grumble at 
the rain at home, but 
here in this dried, 
mighty and 
monotonous desert I 
just pine for a drop. 

‘I feel proud, 
however, that, as a 
little Britisher, I am 
assisting to keep the 
old flag flying in one 
of the outposts of our 
great Empire!’ 

Gomer Leyshon, a 
wireless operator on a 
transport ship, wrote 
home to his mother at 
11, Evans Street, Barry 
Dock describing the 
sinking of the 
troopship Invernia in 
the Mediterranean on 
New Year’s Day 1917: 
‘On that day we had a 
bit of excitement. 
About 10 am I heard 
distress signals from a 
‘trooper,’ the Invernia, 


which had previously 
passed us. Ten 
minutes after she was 
struck, we were taking 
survivors aboard. 
Everything went all 
right for about an hour; 
but when we went 
alongside the ‘trooper’ 
to take the crew and 
officers and those 
military men (mostly 
officers) who were 
unable to get into 
boats, things looked 
queer.

At noon on 
the 2nd January we 
landed the survivors at 
the small but important 
British Naval base.’

Street, Barry Dock that 
his youngest son, 
Private DJ Harris of 
the Durham Light 
Infantry, had been 
killed in action in 
France. Private Harris 
had been for many 
years an assistant 
master under the Barry 
Education Committee 
and had served at 
several schools in the 
town. He was 36 years 
old and a bachelor. 

A faithful member 
of Tabernacle Welsh 
Congregational 
Church, Barry Dock, 
he was also a Sunday 
school teacher. His 
brother Gwilym was 
also serving in France. 

In the letter 
conveying the sad 
news, Private Alfred 
Georgeson of the Black 
Watch stated: ‘It is my 
painful duty to send 
you a letter herewith 
which was found on 
your son’s person on 
the battlefield. It may 
be some solace to you 
to know that your son 
was buried by the boys 
of the section and, 
great as I know the 
loss of your son must 
be to you, yet he gave 
his life nobly for a 
noble cause, and in 
your mingled feeling 
of pride and sorrow 
you will bear your loss 
bravely to the end.’ 

In the letter to his 
father found on his 
body, Private Harris 
had written: ‘This may 
be my last message. 

We have been in 
support for several 
days. Tonight we are 
moving up towards the 
front line, and as we 
move forward the more 
dangerous it is to life 
or limb. 

‘If I fail to return, I 
wish you all a last fond 
goodbye. My thoughts 
have been often with 
you during the last few 
days. If I am taken 
from you, don’t break 
your hearts. I am no 
saint, but I believe 


there is forgiveness for 
the chief of sinners, 
and, who knows, I may 
be found yet in the 
company of dear ones 
gone before.’ 

Private Harris has 
no known grave and is 
commemorated on the 
Thiepval Memorial to 
the Missing.

Animals are just 
too cold to connect... 


M any 

people 

fancy 

trying their hand 
at directing; movie 
stars, musicians, all 
have tried their 
hand, though 
fashion designers- 
turned-directors 
are few and far 
between - apart 
from Tom Ford. 

Having drawn 
critical praise for his 
debut A Single Man 
back in 2009, it has 
taken Ford seven years 
to produce his 
sophomore effort, 
Nocturnal Animals. 

Based on the novel 
Tony and Susan by 
Austin Wright, it tells 
the story of Susan 
(Amy Adams), an art 
gallery owner who 
receives a manuscript 
from her ex-husband 
Tony (Jake Gyllenhaal), 
a violent thriller that 
she perceives to be 
about their relationship; 
Susan attempts to 
reconcile the life she 
has and the life she 
gave away as she reads 
through his work... 

There’s a moment 
late on in Nocturnal 
Animals where, as Amy 
Adams’ Susan is 
gripped by the prose of 
her ex-husband (which 
is being played out on 
screen in a narrative 


that runs alongside the 
main one, the 
protagonist played also 
by Jake Gyllenhaal) a 
bird flies smack bang 
into her window, 
startling both of them 
and the audience. A 
foretelling of dark 
times ahead, its one of 
many moments that are 
heavy on stylish 
symbolism, something 
that Nocturnal Animals 
isn’t short of. 

But quite whether or 
not there’s enough 
substance to underpin 
the style is the 
argument here, and 
while it’s a film that 
keeps you engaged, it’s 
also a film that never 
really lets you too 
deeply underneath lest 
the weight of the 
material overcomes the 
artifice of it all. 

You can tell Tom 
Ford’s background lies 
in design; every shot is 
coolly calibrated, an 
exercise in investing 
mood and ambience 
into every shot. Suffice 
to say it's a film that 
looks incredibly 
gorgeous - whether it’s 
the cold and clinical 
life of Susan, as we see 
the glittering life she 
lives makes up for no 
end of longing when 
the doors are closed; or 
the rugged and parched 
Texas landscape where 
the other plot of the 
film, the story Susan’s

ex-husband Tony has 
sent her, takes place, a 
story of Western 
revenge where the 
film’s emotional core 
truly lays. 

In a way, that’s a 
small part of the 
problem. The most 
engaging and emotional 
story is the one we are 
being told through 
Susan, the story-within- 
a-story; the main story 
itself, concerning 
Susan’s 

disenfranchisement 
with her life, the 
realisation of mistakes 
and how the grass isn’t 
greener. However, it 
doesn’t match the 
power of the story 
Susan is reading. 

There’s the odd gut 
punch as we learn how 
and why Susan and 
Tony split up, but little 
more. Instead, the real 
punch comes from the 
tale of a family caught 
up in a nightmarish 
road trip with dark and 
deadly consequences. 

The performances 
are solid; if Adams 
doesn’t quite nail the 
role of Susan (as good 
as the actress is, she 
doesn’t really capture 
the angst of a woman 
whose world is turning 
upside down and is 
looking back as a 
source of comfort), 
then Jake Gyllenhaal 
more than makes up 
for. 

Gyllenhaal is 
developing into one of 
the most versatile and 
watchable leading men, 
and here he is very 
good, both as Tony, all 
artistic frustration and 
futility, and as the main 


character in his own 
novel, a man tortured 
by the mistakes he’s 
made and yearning for 
a chance to put them 
right. 

It says much of 
Ford’s drawing power 
that the li kes of 
Michael Sheen, Andrea 
Riseborough, Laura 
Linney and Armie 
Hammer all deliver 
small but pivotal turns, 
lighting up the 
moments they appear. 

Michael Shannon as 
a detective in the story- 
within-the-story is 
equally as strong as 
Gyllenhal. The film 
picks up a gear when 
they share the screen 
together, while Aaron 
Taylor-Johnson is 
reprehensible and 
devilish as the villain 
of that story. 

But despite that, it’s 
a film that feels all too 
vague and almost soap 
opera-lite at times. 

This isn’t a film where 
resolutions come easy 
(or, in a way, come at 
all) and when they do, 
they’re not the most 
satisfying. 

It looks superb, 
there’s plenty to savour 
within, but these 
Nocturnal Animals are 
a little too cold for their 
own good. 

VERDICT: An 
intriguing and 
interesting film that 
may perhaps be a little 
too emotionally 
detached for its own 
good, Nocturnal 
Animals is beautiful to 
look at thanks to Tom 
Ford’s stylish direction, 
and carries weight 
through the turns of 
Jake Gyllenhaal and 
Michael Shannon. 

But sometimes 
there’s a little too much 
arch artifice to handle, 
and this takes what 
should be a thoroughly 
compelling film and 
makes it feel a little 
less than the sum of its 
parts. Average.

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THE four police 
forces in Wales, led 
by Gwent Police 
and in partnership 
with Road Safety 
Wales, are 

launching a major 
crackdown on 
motorists who use 
mobile phones while 
driving. 

The All Wales 
enforcement campaign 
runs from Monday, 
November 7 until 
Sunday, November 
20and is urging all road 
users to ‘keep their eyes 
on the road’ and not be 
distracted by their mobile 
phones. 

Officers will be 
speaking to drivers about 
the dangers of using 
mobile phones when 
driving and also about 
the dangers of being 
distracted behind the 
wheel. 

Officers will be 
stopping motorists seen 
using their mobile 
phones while driving and 
any offenders can expect 
a £100 fine and three 
points on their licence. 

Nationally, the number 
of motorists using mobile 
phones to make calls, 
texts or social media 
updates whilst driving 
has risen and distracted 
driving is expected to be 


the biggest single cause 
of death and injuries on 
roads as a result in 2016. 

In Wales, more than 
500 motorists were 
caught using their mobile 
phones whilst behind the 
wheel during the 2015 
campaign. 

Chief Inspector 
Martyn Stone from South 
Wales Police roads 
policing unit, said: “Even 
experienced and 

competent drivers can be 
easily distracted and a 
slight lapse in 
concentration can have 
serious consequences. 
Smart phone are a key 
part of modem life and 
we are also seeing drivers 
being distracted 

whilechecking social 
media, reading their 
emails or accessing the 
internet. 

“Drivers need to be 
aware that these actions 
carry the same danger 
and the same penalty. 

“Our main message is 
clear; keep your eyes on 
the road. A lapse in 
concentration when 
driving can be 
devastating and this is 
why officers from all 
four Welsh forces will be 
carrying out proactive 
patrols to target motorists 
who endanger road users 
in this way.” 

Chair of Road Safety 
Wales Susan Storch said: 


“Driving a vehicle 
requires us to multi-task 
so anything above and 
beyond that needs to wait 
until we are safely parked 
up or until our journey 
has finished. 

“Campaigns such as 
this demonstrate the 
resolve of all the Road 
Safety Wales partners in 
tackling this issue and we 
will continue to work 
together to drive home 
the message of not using 
your mobile phone 
behind the wheel. No call 
or text is that important.” 

Police advice 

DON’T make or answer 
calls when you’re 
driving. All phone calls 
distract drivers’ 

attention from the road. 

You can pick up any 
missed calls or texts 
when it is safe and 
convenient to do so. If 
you need to use the phone 
when driving, then stop 
at the first safe 
opportunity. 

It’s illegal to use a 
hand-held mobile when 
driving on the road even 
if you’ve stopped at 
traffic lights or are stuck 
in a traffic jam or are in 
a car park All these 
situations are covered by 
the legal definition of 
‘driving on the road’. 

Be aware that if you 
get just six points in the 


first two years after 
passing your test, you 
will lose your licence. 

Drivers of buses or 
goods vehicles could get 
a maximum fine of 
£2,500. 

Park safely before 
using your mobile phone. 
Do not park on the hard 
shoulder of the 
motorway. 

Don’t call other 
people when they’re 
driving. If you call 
someone and they tell 
you they are driving, ask 
them to call you back 
when they have parked 
up safely.

VOLUNTEER crew 
on Barry Dock 
RNLI lifeboat were 
called away from 
the fireworks 
display on Saturday 
to respond to a call 
for help that proved 
to be bogus. 

The coastguard had 
received a message on 
VHF radio to say a small 
motor boat had lost its 
engine and was sinking 
near Aberthaw. Both 
Barry Dock RNLI 
lifeboat and rescue 
helicopter 187 were 
launched and carried out 
an extensive search in 
perfect search conditions. 

A spokesperson said: 
“Further information was 
then received that led 
Milford Haven 

Coastguard to believe 
that the call was a hoax. 
The lifeboat and 
helicopter, along with 
Llantwit Major 

Coastguard, were stood 
down and the search was 
called off. 

“The lifeboat returned 
to station just after 
9.30pm and was made 
ready for the next service 
before the volunteers 
headed home. 


A SURVEY carried 
out by Penarth 
Tourism & Visitor 
Association has shown 
that a considerable 
amount of work needs 
to be done to improve 
the ‘Gateway to 
Penarth’, principal 
entry route into 
Penarth from Cardiff 
and the M4. 

Carried out on a 
voluntary basis by the 
association, it was said 
to indicate that 
substantial work was 
needed to improve the 
entire environment on 
the roadway between the 
Baron’s Court traffic 
lights and Arcot Street, 
in the town centre. 

A detailed work plan 
by PTVA submitted to 
the Vale Council three 
years ago, which has not 
yet been implemented 
according to the 
association, now 
requires urgent attention 
by the council; so that 
visitors to Penarth are 
not put off by the 
“scruffy and unkempt 
appearance of much of 
the ‘public realm’, that 
is evident to drivers as 
they enter Penarth from 
other parts of the 
country.” 

A spokesperson for 
the association said: 

“The Gateway Survey 
identified a number of 
key areas that need 
attention, including the 
general environment 
surrounding traffic 
signals at the Baron’s 
Court junction, where 
dozens of grey poles and 


This was the second 
call out of the weekend:

several railings give a 
particularly bland and 
cluttered entry into 
Penarth, closely 
followed by the 
uninspiring mini¬ 
roundabout at the 
entrance to Penarth 
marina, which consists 
of more posts, vehicle 
barriers and painted 
concrete blocks. 

“The survey picks up 
on the entry surrounds to 
Cogan Station, which it 
considers a priority area 
for improvement, and 
then moves to the entire 
length of road from the 
Cogan bus stop up to the 
railway bridge, which is 
completely unmanaged 
and lacking in visual 
appearance. Although 
representations have 
been made to Network 
Rail to have the bridge 
completely repainted, 
the request has fallen on 
deaf ears due to a Tack 
of funding’.” 

The PTVA report 
makes clear that some 
minor improvements to 
the ‘splitter island’ at the 
junction of Plassey 
Street and Windsor Road 
would make a 
substantial improvement. 

The spokesman said 
this week that it was 
time improvements were 
carried out, and that this 
work could probably be 
financed by the large 
sums of money arising 
from the Penarth Heights 
development, which is 
well on its way to 
completion.

‘Harsher punishments 
for those who assault 


police’ — Ogmore MPfi call 



OGMORE MP 
Chris Elmore has 
spoken in 

Parliament calling 
for increased 

punishment for 
those who assault 
police officers. 

It is estimated that 
23,000 police officers are 
assaulted every year, 
although this figure is 
thought to be much 
higher. 

The MP said: 
“Officers in our 
community have been 
clear time and time again 


that they believe their 
safety is endangered by 
the weak sentences given 
to those that assault 
officers. 

“We must take these 
claims seriously and 
consider tougher 

sentences for those that 
attack the police. 
Unfortunately, officers 
who have been assaulted 
often don’t even report or 
record the incident. 

“No one should be 
assaulted at work. 
Especially when their 
work is making the 
communities we live in a 


safe place.” 

Records show that 
almost 2,000 officers are 
assaulted a month and on 
average an officer is 
assaulted every 22 
minutes. 

Mr Elmore joined the 
Police Federation in a 
campaign which called 
for a review of 
sentencing for those 
convicted of assaulting 
police officers, “as too 
often, sentences being 
passed do not adequately 
reflect the seriousness of 
the offence,” he said.

FRIDAY, November 11, 
Armistice Day, is more 
popularly known as 
Remembrance Day in the UK. 

This Friday, at The Business Centre 
in Barry, not only will people have the 
opportunity to pay their respects to 
those in the Armed Forces and our 
veterans, but they can also hear about a 
new project, Woody’s Lodge for 
veterans, that is being developed in the 
Vale.

Woody’s Lodge will be there to 
offer companionship and direct 
signposting to agencies and 
organisations that offer required skilled 
support. 

Chris Benson of Crystal IT, at The 
Business Centre Ltd, has arranged for 
the veterans of WLMB to come to use 
the meeting rooms and conference 
facilities at The Business Centre 
tomorrow, November 11, to explain 
more about this extremely important 
project. 

It will be an opportunity for people 
to also meet the veterans themselves 
and to show their respect for Armed 
Forces and veterans with the minute’s 
silence at 11am.

Barry men entertained 
on the ‘Butch’ railway 


THE chairman of Barry Men’s 
Forum welcomed new member 
Hayden Burgess, before 
introducing the speaker for the 
morning, Mr Alan Salisbury, 
who told how on a holiday in 
America he was persuaded by 
a fellow traveller to go on the 
Narrow Gauge railway in the 
Rockies, that winds 
precariously between the 
mountains and the Animos 
River in the valley. 

A renowned American railway 
engineer, William Palmer, married in 
1880 and came to Britain on his 
honeymoon. In Wales he visited 
Blaenau Ffestiniog, and was very 
interested in the railway, taking back 
with him full details of this 3-foot 
gauge track and engines 

On returning to America, he starting 
constructing the Durango to Silverton 
Railroad, and in nine months, the 45 
miles of track was completed, able to 
provide the silver boom town, with a 
connection to the outside world; 135 
years later it is carrying 170,000 


passengers per year. 

Alan showed a film he had taken of 
his trip, which takes three and half 
hours each way, as it steams to an 
altitude of 9,000 feet, using 6 tons of 
coal. 

It crosses the river over five bridges, 
and clings to the side of the mountains 
in frightening spectacular fashion, 
making it difficult even just watching 
the film, to take in the beauty of the 
surroundings. 

He said most of us, would have seen 
parts of the railroad previously, as it 
has been used in numerous films, such 
as Butch Cassidy and the Sundance 
Kid. 

The next meeting is on November 
10, when Mr Chris Baker will be 
talking about the Llantrisant- based 
Royal Mint.

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PENARTH HOCKEY CLUB NEWS ROUND-UP 


THERE were goals 
galore for Penarth 
Hockey Club over

AFTER 10 months of 
rigorous study, involving 
written and practical work, 
mentored coaching, three 
residential training 

weekends and a final three 
hour assessment, Simon 
Miskin, head coach at 
Caerau Dragon Bowmen 
Target Archery Club, has 
gained his Level 2 Licence 
and Coaching Award from 
Archery GB, the national 
governing body for Target 
Archery. 

“All the hard work was worth 
it, not just the practical coaching 
of other archers, but researching 
the technical theory of shooting 
and learning about how muscle 
groups work together as well,” 
said Simon. 

The course covered archer 
profiling, anatomy, nutrition, 
physical and mental training in 
preparation for competition as 
well as equipment selection and 
maintenance. “We also completed 
a disability awareness practical 
session in which we attempted to 
experience shooting with a range 


of impairments,” explained 
Simon. 

“Shooting with blacked out or 
partially misted goggles, shooting 
using only one arm and drawing 
the bow string using neck muscles 
and teeth, and shooting from a 
seated position in a wheelchair, all 
gave insight and understanding 
into some of the problems 
encountered by disabled archers 
and how coaching plans can be 
adapted to be inclusive.” 

“The course was immense fun 
as well and as the 10 candidates 
were from a wide geographical 
area, we were able to swap ideas 
and share best practice. This 
achievement will now allow me to 
focus on intermediate archers in 
preparation for competition and 
further develop the potential of 
our junior club members.” 

Simon, who has been shooting 
for 12 years, is an active voluntary 
member of Caerau Dragon 
Bowmen and has been running 
indoor and outdoor beginners 
sessions for novices throughout 
the year as well as fitting in his 
course preparation. 

“I would like to extend my 
thanks to all club members for 


their support during the past year, 
especially to Denise Davies for 
her mentoring sessions throughout 
the course, and to Tony who 
agreed to be coached by myself 
for the past 10 months and 
accompanied me to the final 
assessment session in Bristol;

A FTER watching a strangely- 
lethargic Wales team 
steamrollered aside and lucky 
to concede only five tries in a one¬ 
sided Wallaby onslaught, at a 
subdued Principality Stadium on 
Saturday, stand-in head coach 
Robert Howley tried hard to put 
some gloss on what he admitted was 
a “very disappointing, very frustrating 
display .” 

If anything, it was something of an 
understatement, for it has been a while 
since such a listless Welsh team has been 
so comprehensively dismantled on home 
turf, with many spectators reviving 
gloomy memories of times past by 
heading for the exits long before the 
final whistle sounded. 

Almost from the outset, a totally one¬ 
sided opening half saw far more 
dynamic opponents claiming over 80 per 
cent possession and territory - and they 
were all but out of sight (20-3) by the 
interval. 

Oddly, the home coach insisted 
afterwards - “It wasn’t so much the 
speed and intensity” - adding, “It was 
just how good the Wallabies were with 
ball in hand, and how effective they were 
at the breakdown .” 

Quite so! But it surely had more to do 
with dire Welsh shortcomings, both in 
defence and attack, that made the 
impressive men from Oz look like world 
beaters, rather than a team that had 
fallen well short in games of late, 
including the 3-0 test whitewash in their 
own backyard, at the hands of England; 
a cause for reflection by the Welsh camp 
with those two sides again set to lock 
horns later in the Australians’ UK tour. 

That result and Ireland’s astounding 
40-29 win over world champions, could

well put Saturday’s 8-32 defeat in 
Cardiff into even more sobering 
perspective. 

Admitting that “the boys were 
despondent coming in at halftime ”, 
Howley repeated an oft heard refrain - 
“the more you play sides like this, the 
more you learn”. 

There is obviously a great deal of truth 
in that statement, but in this professional 
age of rising admission/travel costs etc, 
even rugby’s famously loyal, infinitely 
patient fans could hardly be blamed for 
questioning when a learning process will 
end for a team boasting upwards of 800 
international caps! 

Of the five to one try deficit against 
Australia, Howley said - “defensively, we 
could have been better, particularly, 
structurally. I think we made a few wrong 
reads, and we were staying in the lane - 
but that was down to the speed of the 
ball ...” 

It was certainly true of a bleak first 
half, with rampant Australians running 
free and offloading at pace against 
bemused defenders, who appeared 
leaden-footed and pedestrian in 
comparison. 

True, things did markedly improve 
after the change-over, when the 
cavalry - in the shape of Welsh 
replacements, including an entire front 
row and fresh halfbacks - were sent onto 
the field and, as Howley observed, “I 
thought we grew into the game in the 
second half, when the share of possession 
was 50-50”. 

They also managed a well-worked try 
by Scott Williams, to add to returning 


Leigh Halfpenny’s first half penalty; 
which in turn was in response to a 
penalty and three first half Oz tries, plus 
two more in the second half. 

It gave some credence to the view that 
the team’s below-par display was down 
to Wales’ notorious tendency to start off 
slowly, then gradually improve in series 
competition - as has often been the case 
in previous autumn tests and the Six 
Nations. 

Let us hope this proves to be the case, 
for the games are only going to get 
tougher, with rapidly-developing 
Argentina next up in the Under Armour 
Series 2016 at the Principality Stadium 
on Saturday (kick-off 5.30pm). 

Hardened in regular battle with the 
southern hemisphere giants, there will be 
no letting up in intensity by a team that 
are no longer noted only for 
formidable, but limited pack power 
(though they will no doubt be keen to 
put the Welsh eight to the test up front 
after Saturday’s showing!) 

Under the influence of the All Blacks 
et «/, they are fast expanding their game 
and should also pose a serious threat to 
Welsh play out wide. 

Just as was the case against Australia, 
on paper, this talented Welsh squad is 
well-equipped to meet the challenge - 
provided, of course, that there is not 
another painfully ‘slow start’ - for that 
will be even more ruthlessly punished by 
the predatory Pumas. 

Realistically, a week is not a lot of time 
to put right so many things that went 
wrong against Wallabies, who were given 
free licence to roam the wide open 



spaces, as though on the training park. 

No-nonsense defence coach Shaun 
Edwards (who admitted to being 
outflanked by Oz attack coach Stephen 
Larkham), will no doubt have read 
players the riot act over the many 
missed tackles which contributed to a 
woeful team effort that produced one of 
the heaviest home defeats seen at the 
stadium for many a year. 

Of most concern, though, was the 
sheer lack of urgency and enterprise 
shown by a team that, after all, had been 
together for a good two weeks 
beforehand. 

It was all in sharp contrast to gutsy 
Ireland’s all-action heroics in taking the 
game to ‘invincible’ All Blacks and 
imposing a remarkable 40-29 defeat on 
the world champions in Chicago at the 
weekend - a rare event that other teams 
can only dream about! 

What greater incentive could there be 
for Wales, with an armoury every bit the 
equal of Ireland’s, to shake off the torpor 
that seemed to engulf the entire team on 
Saturday, and get the autumn tests back 
on track with a more dynamic, winning 
display against Argentina?
